Ambassador Tells 


Lansing in Confer- 


ence Submarines Now Are Exercis- 
ing Great Precaution, and Assures 
Him of Germany’s Desire to Avoid 
Rupture of Relations. 


By Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, told Secretary Lansing todgy he believed the German 


reply to the last American note 


on submarine warfare presented 


opportunity for settlement of the controversy by further diplo- 


matic negotiation. 


The Ambassador conferred with Secretary] Lansing an hour 
ana talked later with Assistant Secretary Phillips. 


Lansing Much Interested. 

In the absence of President Wilson, 
Secretary Lansifig was unable to inform 
the Ambassador what course the United 
States would pursue in its next note, but 
he heard with thuch interest Count von 
Berstorff's explanation of the purposes 
of the German Government to satisfy 
public opinion at home on the mainte- 
nance of submarine warfare, and at the 
Same time to maintain friendly relations 
with the United States. 

.The Ambassador personally is con- 
vinced there will be no repetition of 
the Lusitania disaster, and that Ger- 
man submarines now are exercising 
Sreat precaution to avoid incidents 
which might inflame public opinion 
in the United States. 

"With that idea in mind, he urged 
that the United States take advant- 
age of the intimation in Berlin's re- 
ply that Germany would be willing to 
have the entire question of freedom 
of the seas mediated with Great Brit- 
ain through the American Govern- 
ment. 

Buch a course, American officials 
have indicated, might be more wel- 
come ‘'f acompanied by assurance that 
during the pendancy of the negoti- 
ations American lives and vessels 
would be safe. 

Count von Bernstoriff refused to 
reveal what had taken place at to- 
day's conference beyond saying it 
Wag a satisfactory interview, and he 
felt encouraged to believe the danger 
of a rupture had been reduced. He 
based his optimism on the view that 
the German Government did not want 
a break, and would do all in its pow- 
er to prevent one. He is confident 
that the United States holds a simi- 
lar view. 

The Ambassador's interview was en- 
tirely informal, He came without spe- 
cial instructions from his Government. 
That, bowever, is not. unusual, as he 
would be expected by his foreign of- 
fice in such a situation to exert every 
influence toward bringing about an un- 
derstanding. He sent a long report on 
his visit by wireless to the Berlin For- 
eign Office. 

Austrian Note Not Discussed. 

Secretary Lansing would make no 
statement on the conference. The tor- 
pedoing of the American steamer Ne- 
braskan, for which Germany has ex- 
pressed regret and promised reparation, 
also was discussed. The note from 
Austria-Hungary on war exports was 
not discussed, it was stated on the 
highest authority. 

The Ambassador discussed with Mr. 
Phillips arrangements originally made 
for the safe conduct of Dr. Anton Mey- 
er-Gerhard, who went to Berlin as a\ 
Personal envoy of Count von Bern- 
storff. Safe conduct was given for Dr. 
Meyer-Gerhard witmthe idea that he 
would return to the United States. Now 
it is believed he will not return and 
that arrangements are being made to 
rel'eve him of any pledge he may have 
given. 

Germany previously had declared a 

willingness to abandon her submarine 
warfare if England would give up her 
policy of starving the pecple. 
. It has been indicated by officials of 
the Washington Government that nego- 
tiations to adjust the questior couli only 
be undertaken provided assurances were 
given that meantime German subma- 
rine commanders would govern them- 
selves according to the principle for 
which the United States contends—that 
Americans on unarmed and unresisting 
ships be made safe. The fact, however, 
that even enemy ships have not been 
torpedoed without warning in the last 
month and the probability that this 
practice will be continued is emphasized 
in German official circles. Admission is 
made by United States officials that if 
the practice were continued the prin- 
ciples for which the United States asked 
assurances in its last note to Germany 
would largely be complied with. 

Nebraskan Incident Not Closed. 
Although officials were pleased by the 
receipt yesterday of a memorandum 
from Ambassador Gerard formally 
transmitting Germany's admission of 
ability and expression of regret fur the 


.to conserve American rights in the war 
zine. 

Legal officers who exarnined the Ger- 
nian memorandum pointed out that in 
many respects the case resembled that 
of the William P. Frye, an American 
ship sunk by the Prinz Eitel Friedrich. 
In both cases the German Goy ernment 
lias, oxpressed regret for losses ‘suffered, 
Lut the action cf the German command- 
ef® has been declared justified under 
the circumstances. To admit this, of- 
ficlale here say, would establish a dan- 
gerous’ precedcnt. 

Germany, in the Frye case, contend- 
ed that it was a fair inference from 
the language of the Prussian-American 
treaty of 1828 that an American. ship 
carrying contraband could be destrovec 
if there was no other way to stop the 
transportation of ‘the contraband. The 
United States vigorously objects to this 
construction of the treaty and in the 
case of the Nebraskan probably will 
place on record its view that the at- 
tack, even though payment is assured 
and regrets expressed, nevertheless, was 
an illegal act under international law 
and treaty relations between the United 
States and Germany.

OUSTED MEN MAY _ SUE 


A. B. Lambert, Trustee of Reor- 
ganized Club, Says No Explan- 
ation Was Due ‘‘Frozen Outs.” 


Albert Bond Lambert, chairman of the 
of nine trustees which 
“froze out’’ 185 members of the Glen 
Echo Country Club in making up the 
eligible list of the New Glen Echo Coun- 


try Club told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that he did not think any specifi¢ 
explanation was due to the excluded 
members. 

“The Glen Echo Country Club has 
ceased to exist,’’ said Lambert. “As 
purchasers of the club’s property at 
public auction, the trustees were under 
no obligation to take in any member 
of the old club when organizing a new 
club.” 

Lambert was asked about the propo- 
sition to reorganize the club submitted 
to the members with _the understanding 
that the reorganization would be carried 
through if 200 members of the club fav- 
ored the proposition. 

‘“That’s right,’ he said. ““But,do you 
know how many members voted in favor 
of the reorganization? Only 150 voted 
for it.” 

Dentes Drawing of Social Lines. 

When told that many of the excluded 
members believed svciai lines had been 
drawn in sending out invitations to join 
the new club, Lambert said: ‘‘There are 
no socia! lines; we are forming an abso- 
lutely new club. It is just as if the 
Glen Echo Country Club had never ex- 
isted. As organizers of a new club we 
have a right to invite or exclude whom 
we please without giving an expianation. 
We heave sent invitations to quite u 
number of men who were not members 
of the Glen Echo Country Club, That 
club went vut of existence wher: it sold 
its agasets tc the committee of trustees.’’ 

Most of the club members ‘frozen out”’ 
from the new club seem to agree, how- 
ever, that the Committee of Nine made 
its selection along social lines, one pur- 
pose being to take in members of the 
St. Louis Country Club who are dissat- 
isfied there. In the Glen Echo Country 
Club, like in many clubs, there were al- 
ways two factions, one trying to make 
the club more democratic and the other 


trying to make it more exclusive. 
Members of the Glen Echo Protective 


Association met in an attorney's of- 
fice today to discuss the possibility of 
legal action to prevent the committee of 
nine from excluding 135 members of the 
cld club from membership in the new 
one. 

This association war formed several 
months ago by James C. Jones, an at- 
tcrney, who is a dissenting member of 
committee of nine. 

After tne meeting one of the excluded " 
members said the Protective Associa- 
tion was advised that it might bring 
legal actién to have the sale of the 
club’s property set aside. 

This action, he said, would be based 
on the eontention that when a proposi- 
tioh was made last winter to reorganize 
the club it was approved by 274 mem- 
bers who turned over their stock to a 
committee of five, authorizing that ccm- 
mittee ‘to carry o a reorganization 
plan. 

Committee Was Enlarged, 

S. J. Harbaugh, one of the members 
left out of the new club’s invitation 
list, said ‘the original Committee of 
Five was made up of J.C. Jones, £. 
A. Faust, Harry Pflager, C. D. John- 
son and John C. Roberts. 

‘We are trying to find out how and 
when this committee was enlarged so 
as to include nine members,”’ said Har- 
baugh. "So far’as I can learn, this was 
never authorized by the club. I under- 
stand that certain persons went to J. 
Cc. Jones’ house at night and induced 
him to put 8. T. G. Smith on the com- 
mittee. Smith never should have been

AFTER HE GASHES 
THROAT IN GEL 


Guards Failed to Find Home- 
Made Knife Concealed 
on His Person. 


BODY SHOWN TO CROWD 


Execution of Wife-Slayer at 
Clayton Becomes a Grew- 


some Affair. 


William Sprouse, who decoyed his wife 
from their East St. Louis hom Oct. 31 
last, to a pastdre in 8t. Louis County, 
beat her to death with lead knucks and 
took another woman into his home to 


fill her place that very night, was 
hanged at Clayton at 6:15 this morning, 
45 minutes after he had cut a two-inch 
gash in his throat in a desperate at- 
tempt to end his life and thus escape 
the galloWs. He used a knife he had 
made in his cell by tying two splints of 
wood about the steel spring from a shoe 
and whetting it to an edge. He had con- 
cealed it about his person. 
Delay in Springing Trap. 

His action turned what the county au- 
thorities had hoped would be a “neat 
job” into a grewsome affair. Until he 
slashed his throat the authorities had 
expected to execute Sprouse at 6:01 
sharp. As it was, the trap could not 
be sprung until] 6:16, and even then the 
condemned man was led to his death 
with his negligee shirt, his linen duster 
and his greasy blue treusers saturated 
ty the crimson stream from his wound. 

Once the loss of time had been re- 
raired, there was no delay in finishing 
the work. Within two mirutes from the 
time he left his cell Sprouse’s body tum- 
bled through the trap ccor, and the jerk 
ai the rope which stayed its fall sent 
a red spray to the floor. 

At 6:3 physicians reported vitality ex- 
tinct. The neck had been broken, and 
death had been practically instantane- 
ous. 

Sheriff Bode adhered to his announced 
decision to permit no one to witness the 
hanging except the legal number of 12 
citizens and ph;sicilans. guards, visiting 
Sheriffs and reporters. By 6 o’clock the 
entrance to the death chamber was be- 
sieged by a crow1i of curious persons. At 
5:15 the Sheriff left his office and made 
his way through the Crowd with a coil 
of rope on his arm. 

Priest Tells of Wound. 

He had scarcely closed the jail door 
behind him when it was reopened ani 
somebody began calling for physicians 
and a priest. The rumor spread through 
the crowd that Sprouse had killed him- 
self. Later the Rev. Father J. H. Tet- 
temar, pastor of St. Paul's Catholic 
Church, appeared and held up his hand 
for attertion. 

He announced that Sprouse had cut 
himself slightly in the throat, but the 
wound ‘vas not considered serious. 

Sprouse had been nervous all morning, 
pacing up and down the death chamber. 
Deputy Sheriff Goericke followed. the 
man into a corner. He saw him raise 
the hand with the weapon and strike at 
his throat. Before he could repeat the 
blow, Goericke threw himself upon him 
and bore him to the floor. 

Drs. Rolla Bracy, R. J. Tanquary, J" 
H. Barto and S. L. Maeys, whe had 
been summoned to the hanging for pro: 
fessional services, responded to the calls 
of the doorman and pronounced Sprouse 
In no immediate danger. 


The gallows was in a 10 by 6 foot roora 
on what is known as the “Bridge of 
Sighs,”’ a brick corridor connecting the 
second floor of the jail with the second 
floor of the courthouse. Ordinarily the 
lower part of the gallery is exposed to 
public view, but it had been boarded up 
so that no one outside could see what 
was going,on. The small chamber was 
crowded by the witnesses, although thev 
did not number more than 20 persons. , 


At 6:14 the dead march began. Hag- 
gard from his attempt at self-destruc- 
tion, yet still trying to rally some of the 
bravado which has marked his bearing 
ever since his arrest, Sprouse marched 
between two guards, Father Tettemar 
walking close behind him. The Rev. 
Father Victor Stepka, who had been his 
spiritual adviser, left the jail after 
Sprouse’s eptistg : at suicide, saying he 
felt ill. 


At the beginning of the walk. Seredun 
had to be assisted by the guards. He 
gained strength as he progressed. When 
Sheriff Bode drew the black-margined 
death warrant from his pocket and 
asked the condemned man whether he 
wished it read, he answered “Ng” tn a 
low, yet clear voice. 


“Brace Up, and Be Game.” 

As he took his place on the drop, 
which really was a trap door in the 
floor of the * ‘Bridge of Sighs.”" Sprouse 
seemed for the moment about to col- 
lapse. His knees sagged slightly, and 
® guard put out a hand to stay him. 
But when Sheriff Bode wid to him 
“brace up and be game,’” he straight- 
ened his shoulders and stood erect. 

Straps were hastily passed about his 
knees and ankles, the Sheriff adjusted 
the noose about his neck, pulled the 
black cap over his face, seized a lever 
and gave it a sharp turn to the left. 
The trap door opened and the body shot 
downward. 

After an inquest by Coroner Bopp, the 
budy was @nbalmed ond dressed, after 
which ft was placed in a second-floor 
rvom of the courthouse, ordinarily used 
for consultation between prisoners and 
ettorneys. Here it was viewed by a 
crowd which had waited outside the 
courthouse.

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NEW YORK, July 16.—Harry K. Thaw, adjudged sane last 
Wednesday by a jury, was given his freedom today by Supreme 
Court Justice Peter A. Hendrick, who announced that he had 


adopted the jury’s verdict. 


The State immediately served notice of appeal and Justice 
Hendrick fixed Thaw’s bail at $35,000 to insure his presence at 


future proceedings. 


A surety company signed the bond in the 


Judge’s chambers, and Thaw was released shortly before Sid 


vo clock. 
Cheered by Broadway Crowds. 

As soon as the bond was signed Thaw 
entered an automobile. He was. accqm- 
panied by a detective and. his sécre- 
tary. The machine, followed by six 
cars containing reporters and photog- 
raphers, started downtown toward the 
office of Thaw’s attorneys. All the way 
dewn Broadway’ persons on the side- 
walks cheered and applauded Thaw. 
Traffic policemen expeaded much ener- 
gy to prevent crowds from gathering. 

The trip downtuwn was made shortly 
after 1 o’clock when lower Broadway is 
thronged with thuusands of office work- 
ers on their way to or from their noon- 
day meal. Thaw appeared to be much 
pleased with the demonstration. 

Thaw proceeded to Jersey City, where 
he was released formally from the cus- 
tcdy of the Sheriff. After lunch Thaw 
said he would motor to Philadelphia in 
company with the secretary. From 
Fhiladelphai he is to go by rail to 
Pittsburg. 

Thaw said he had at first planned to 
remain in New York overnight and vis- 
it a theater, but the crowds that be- 
set him today made him change his 
mind. 

In announcing his agreement with the 
verdict of the jury, Justice Hendrick 
said: “TI adopt the jury’s verdict.” 

The next matter before the Court was 
the motion madé yesterday by John 
B. Stanchfield, chief of Thaw’s covn- 
sel, to declare vacated the commitment 
of Justice Dowling under which Thaw 
was sent to the Matteawan Asylum in 
1908, after he had been acquitted, on 
the grounds: of insanity, of the murder 
of Stanford White, June 23, 1996. Coun- 
sel for the State, however, immediately 
began an argument on appeal. 

In announcing hie decision, Justice 
Hendrick commented unfavorably on 
the action of allenists who had as- 
sisted the Staite in preparing the case 
end then appeared as expert witnesscs 
in court. 

“T have reached a decision: in this 
case,"" Juatice Hendrick said, ‘and it 
is based on my own mind, fortified by 
the action of the jury.” 

Thaw, sitting .omfortatiyv in his chair.

cision with a broad smile. 

Aseatlé Allentet Syatem. 

‘“T want to say a word about the 
alienists,”” Justice Hen¢rick continued. 
“We have been tcid by one allenist that 
It is impossible to determine the sanity 
or insanity of a person without taking 
the word of alienistsa. This Court and 
jury cannot depend upon the word of 
an alienist who for years has devoted 
nimeelf to a cave of this kind and aa- 
sisted in its preparation. That a doctor 
can help prepare a case and then go on 
the stand as an expert vitness is wrong.

U. S. IN REPLY TO 
DEFEND RIGHT TO 
EXPORT MUNITIONS 


Internaticnal Law Wii) Be Cited 
to Austria and Teutonic 
Precedents Recalled. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—The United 
States probably will send within an- 
other fortnight a reply to the note re- 
cently received from the Austro-Hun- 
garian Government, which contended 
that extensive shipments of war sup- 
plies from this country to _ the allies 
were “not in consonance with the defi- 
nition of neutrality.” 

Unofficially word comes that Turkey 
will follow Germany and Austria in 
making representations ‘on this subject, 
and should a note from the-Ottoman 
Government arrive, officials would de- 
lay the sending of their answer so as 
simultaneously to inform the Germanic 
allies of the unalterable view of the 
United States on arms shipments. 

While Germany has admitted in diplo- 
matic correspondence with the United 
States the legal right of individuals in a 
neutral country to sel] munitions to bei- 
ligerents, some emphasis was placed on 
the supernormal growth of American 
industries for the manufacture of arms 
and explosives. In the Austrian note, 
extracts of which have appeared in 
dispatches from Amsterdam, this idea is 
developed almost entirely to the ex- 
clusion of the legal question involved. 
It points out that the American Govern 
ment would be entitled to prohibit the 
export of war material’ if the trade in 
contraband “takes the form. of dimen- 
sions whereby the neutrality of the 
country will be endangered.”’

Had License, Two Different 
Men Operated Place. 


MYSTERY IN $161.80 CHECK 


William Laubenthal Says He 
Gave It to Brewing Concern 
for Use of License.

The filing by the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Association in Justice Well- 
man’s court of a suit for $19% rent an: 
possession of the premises at 3304 Mer- 
amec street, in which judgment by de- 
fault was obtained yesterday, reveals a 
peculiar connection between the brew- 
ery and the conduct of the saloon, which 
has, in the last six months, been oper- 
ated by two different men under the 
license of a third. 

Investigation by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter shows that the license for the 
place was issued to Jacob Ruedi of 
8433A Oregon avenue, who has a plumb- 
ing shdp at 2117 South Seventh street, 
and does plumbing work for the brew- 
ing company. The law prohibits the 
issuance of a salvon license for a sa- 
joon in which a biewery has a direct or 
indirect interest and prohibits a person 
conducting a saioon in the name of an- 
other and the tranafer of a saloon li- 
cense from one person to another. 

Excise Commiasioner Rumsey, in hear- 
ings on remonstrances against the isst. 
ance of certain saloon licenses, has 


blocked attempts to show any connec-} 


tion between breweries and saloonkeep- 
ers in the matter of obtaining licenses. 
He obstructed this line of inquiry par- 
tiewlarly in cases where it was shown 
by the Post-Dispuatch that tax records 
had been altered and forgeries commit- 
ted in aid of applicants for saloon li- 
censes. > 
Laubenthal Says He Paid Brewery 
$161. 


The Anheuser-Busch suit was filed 
against William Laubenthal, who’ has 
conducted the saloon since Apri] 13 un- 
der the license issued to Ruedi and has’ 
occupied the flat above it. He purchased 
the business from Frank Lindemann, 
who had conducted’ it since January, 
ostensibly as the manager for Ruedi. 
Laubenthal says he paid the brewery 
$161.80, which he understood was for 
the unused portion of the license. Oli- 
ver T: Remmers, attorney for the brew- 
ing company, denies that this amount 
or any amount was received from Laub- 
enthal for the license. 

The property at 8304 Meramec street 
is held by the brewing company under 
a long lease. The brewery owns the 


fixtures. Prior to last January it had 


been vacant a long time. On Jan. 2% a 
license was issued in the name of Jacob 
Ruedi and a saloon was opened by 
Lindemann, Although it was preténded 
that he was acting only as manager 
for Ruedi, Lindemann paid for the li- 
cense, Ruedi says, and bought the stock 
of liquers and cigars and it was in 
Lindemann’s name that an account was 
opened with, the Anheuser-Busch brew- 
ery. Ruedi says he put a little money 
‘into it, but got it back and after a 
couple of weeks did not pay any more 
attention to the place. 

How Laubenthal Bougat the Place. 

About April 1 Laubenthal was ap- 
proached by IF’. W. Dorst, a beer sales- 
man for the / 1heuser-Busch brewery, 
with a suggestion that he go into the 
saloon business. A little later a deal for 
the purchase by him of the Lindemann 
saloon was arranged and on April 13, 
at the city department of the brewery, 
the papers were prepared, an acknowi- 
edgment taken by a brewery notary 
and Laubenthal purchased the business 
from Lindemann. } 
~~ aubenthal’s check book shows that on 

* 12 he gave Lindemann a check for 
$% 1.0 bind the deal and that on Apri! 
18 he gave the brewing company a check 
for $161.90, and another for $28.20, and 
that he gave Lindemann a check for 
$463. 20. 

His understanding, Laubenthal says, 
was that the money paid to the brew- 
ery was for the unused portion of the 
Ruedi license under which Lindemann 
had been operating and that the $463.20 
paid to Lindemgnn was for the stock in 
the saloon and the electric light and 
gas fixtures. 

The license was issued for the six 
months which began Jan. 26. The 
cost of a city licensé is $250 for each 
six months. Lihdemann ran the place 
under the license until April 13. Lau- 
benthal took it over on April 13. 
The license then had 15 weeks to run. 
The value of the unused portion 
would be a little less than $150. Lau- 
benthal says he was told that the 
amount he paid the brewery was for 
the license and something that Lin- 
~demann owed the brewery.

he reporter who went to the brewery 


offices yesterday to make inquiries 
about the transaction was referred by 
Adolphus Busch III, one of the vice 
presidents, to Attorney Remmers. The 
attorney was asked to show, from the 
company’s books, what the check for 
$161.80 made out to the company on 
April 13 by Laubenthal was for. He 
said he would go to the city depart- 
ment and find out. He returned pres- 
ently and said that the books showed 
that Lindemann owed the company 
$16.80 on open account for beer when 
the business was sold by him to Lau- 
benthal, and that the company’s claim 
for this amount was satisfied in cash 
by IAndemann. Laubenthal says he 
handed the check for $141.8 to Zieg- 
ler, the credit man of the brewery's 
city department. 

Laubenthal's understanding with the 
brewery was that he was to pay 9.50 
a barrel C. 0. D. for beer, ahd was to be 
entitied to a rebate of $3 a barrel, which 
the brewery would Heep for him, to be 
applied to the purchase of his renewal 
license, 

Attorney Remmers was asked about 
that.

EDISON IMPRESSED | 
BY NEW NAVY PLAN, 
SEBRETARY. SAYS 


Inventor Gives Daniels His Ideas 
About Proposed Bureau 
of Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—Secretary 


Daniels returned today from his confer- 
ence with Thomas A. Edison wno will 
head the new naval advisory board. The 
Secretary said the general pias for the 
new Bureau of Investigation in the de- 
partment and the civilian board were 
talked over but the personnel of the 
board was not discussed. 

“Mr. Edison thought,” said the Sec- 
retary, “‘that the plan cifered possibili- 
ties of getting the foremost engineers 
of the country to aid us. He is im- 
pressed’ with the idea that methods of 
warfare are undergoing radical changes. 

‘It is his idea that the board should 
be purely advisory and that navy of- 
ficers skilled by practice in their work 
should continue development of ideas, 
getting the board’s advice where it 
could aid them. 7 

“Mr. Edison thought that to serve on 
this board would be regarded as a 
crowning honor for an American en- 
gineer; the equal of decoration given 
by foreign Governments for scientific 
achievement.” 

Secretary Daniels believed there would 
be little difficulty getting appropriations 
from Congress for the work. Several 
Senators and representatives, he said, 
already had approved the plan. 


“MOBILIZE GENIUS,” 
SECRETARY’S IDEA 


NEW YORK, July 16.—The first con- 
ference between Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels «nd Thomas A. Edison, over the 
new navy bourd of invention and devel- 
opment, was held last night in Edison's 
home in Llewellyn Park, N. J. 

In the course of the talk the in- 
ventor gave the Secretary his direct 
promise to serve upon the board. It 
had been feared that Edison might fee! 
—as his wife feels—that the strain would 
be too great for him. 

For two hours the Secretary and the 
inventor talked over plans chncerning 
the personnel and the prospective work 
of -the organization of great brains 
which is to develop America’s naval ef- 
ficiency. Both were enthusiastic, ap- 
parently, over the prospects. 

Before consultation began Secretary 
Daniels gZave an interview to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter in! which he made 
some hi8hly hcpeful predictions as to 
the benefit to the naticn of the new 
board. Edison was content to smile 
and nod his head toward the Secretary 
with the remark: “It's his idea.’’ 

Wright and Ford to Be Included. 

“T will not be able to announce the 
personnel of the board until after I 
have consulted further in Washington 
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on the question,”’ the Secretary said, 
after the conference ended. “So far 
I have asked only Mr. Edison to become 
a member,” But further remarks by the 
Secretary made it apparent tnat Orville 
Wright and Henry, Ford will be asso- 
ciated with Edison, 

“My purpose,” the Secretary said, “‘is 
to have the board comprise members so 
well known, both nationally and inter- 
nationally, that no one will point to 
any member and ask “Who is he?” They 
say we have millions of men and mints 
of money. But we need more than that. 
We need machinery and skill. What 
we want to accomplish by this advisory 
board is a mobilization of brains, a mo- 
bilization of genius. 

“IT believe in preparedness for war, 
but I also belleve in scientific prepared- 
ness. I want to get together the men 
who have devoted their lives to science, 
and to use their genius and skill and 
knowleége for the benefit of the coun- 
tsy. I want to help these men to de- 
velop their ideas for inventions that will 
be of service to the country in time of 
war. 

“My idea is to have a board of but 4 
few men. I have selected so far only 
Mr. Edison, and I want his assistance 
in choosing the others. I want also 
his suggestion for the development of 
the board’s plans. But while the board’s 
members will be few, they will be con- 
stantly in.touch with other scientists 
not so well known, who spend their 
time in their laboratories. 

“I believe that when the board has 
been selected and has got down to worx 
we will soon be in a state of defense 
such as no other nation has ever seen.” 

How Simon Lake Was Saved. 

The Secretary referred to the fact that 
when he went into office he found that 
Simon Lak> of Bridgeport, Conn., one 
of the two inventors of submarines in 
the United States, was behind in his 
patents and was in danger of not be- 
ing ablo to fulfill Government contracts 
for submarines. 

“T went to. Lake’s bankers,” contin. 
ued the Secretary, “‘and got them to give 
him furthereaccommodation so he could 
g0.0on with the work. If I had let Lake 
go under, we would have had only one 
submarine to rely on for the future.” 

“Because I have insisted that: men in 
the navy have intelligence and skill 1 
have been called a faddist,’’ said the 
Secretary, ‘“‘but the time is coming when 
the people’ will realize that we need ex- 
pepienced, skifled mechanics in the navy, 
men with brains, specialists in machin- 
ery and electricity. Instead of having a 
thousand laundry men we need a thou- 
sand skilled mechanics.”

Word of Death of Tracey Rich- 
ardson, Soldier of Fortune, 
Is Received. 


CARTHAGE, Mo., July 16.—Tracey 
Richardson of Lamar, has been killed in 
Northern France while fighting in the 
British army, according to word re- 
ceived by his mother, Mrs. A. R. Rich- 
ardson.

ERA IN WOMEN'S 
WEAR INDICATED 


Rational Clothes to Come With 
End of Freak Shoes, 
Dealers Believe. 


Freak styles for women are about to 
run into the ground, with the passing 
of the present oddities in shoes. 

According to persons in the business 
of making and selling women’s shoes, 
freakish tendencies in styles begin with 
women’s hats, descend through their 
clothing, and are shown in their foot- 
fwear last of all. When women’s shoes 
ret back to: the ‘“‘normal and sane” 
styles now promised the passing of a 
freak era would seem to be jndicated. 

A New York disvatch, printed in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch, said that at a 


meeting of representatives of the na- 


tional organizations of shoe manufac- 
turers, jobbers and retailers, it was de- 
cided to abandon the  button-at-the 
back styles, and the use of combined 
colors. The “normal and sane” style 
to which it is intended to return, the 
dispatch said, is a “black shoe, with 
cloth upper. 

W. L. Stegall of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co. said, on learning the con- 
tents of the New York dispatch, that 
he expected to see styles become more 
moderate, but that he doubted whether 
the action of a convention would have 
much to do with it. One factory puts 
out a-certain style of shoe, he said, and 
if the public likes it, other factories are 
likely to make it until the demand 
ceases. 

Horace Swope, secretary of a retail 
firm, had more faith in the effect of 
the New York meeting. For years, he 
said, organizations of millinery and tai- 
loring firms have determined the styles 
in women’s hats and dresses, and while 
the similar movement in the shoe busi- 
ness is a more recent one, he believes 
it is well established. 

Through: the summer season, he said, 
hthe demand far back-button and com- 
bined-color shoes will probably con- 
tinue, but fall styles will be more nor- 
mal, and by winter women may have 
discarded all fancy footwear except in- 
door slippers.

WAN, FREED, T0 
KEEP UP HUNT FOR 
BURIED TREASURE 


in Tale of Old Murders Tells 
of Search for Money. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


ispatch. 

BEDFORD, Io., July 16.—Bates Hunts.- 
man, one of the four old farmers of 
Taylor County who were freed yester- 
day of a charge that 39 years ago they 
killed a man and took from him $99,- 
000, which they buried and lost because 
a fifth man, who held the secret of the 
hiding place, was killed, told to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today his story of his 
long hunt for hidden treasure. 

Huntsman had intended to take the 
witness stand and tell the story in his 
own defense, but it was not necessary 
when Attorney-General Cossen told the 
Court that he did not believe the pri- 
vate prosecution of the men had made 
out a sufficient case to present to a 
grand jury. 

Story Ttold by His Brother. 

Huntsman is a gray-bearded man, 6 
years old, 6 feet in height, and has lived 
all his life in Taylor County. He lives 
in a little two-room frame house upon 
a 40-acre farm near Siam, with his wife 
and two grown sons and admits cheer- 
fully that he has spent all his money 
in searching for treasure he believes is 
buried on the Collins farm, adjoining 
his. “I have heard of a large amoun' 
of money buried on the Collins farin 
ever wince | was a young man,” he said 
“The story was first told to me by my 
brother, a practicing physician. I never 
knew exactly from whom he heard the 
story, but I understood that he had 
learned of it through some patient he 
attended. 

‘I know my brother had*great faith 
in the story of the buried treasure, but 
I never heard any report of a murde! 
in connection with the case until m) 
arrest was caused by Sam Anderson, 
who owned the Collins farm at one time, 
and whom I paid at times to help me in 
the search, - 

“The charge that Anderson found the 
money 12 years ago and that I knew of 
it is absurd. Everyone around here 
knows that I have continued the search 
and have even done some digging the 
week before my arrest. To the best of 
my knowledge the tredsure has never 
been found. Now that Anderson’s silly 
story has been exploded, I shall con- 
tinue the search. I feel certain there is 
money buried on the farm, as my 
brother was in earnest in his search and 
he was a mighty sensible man. 

“My brother never told me all that he 
evidently knew of the buried money, 


-but I gathered that it had been hidden 


by some man who had come to the 
county intending to buy a big place and 
rut the money, away for safe keeping 
while he looked around. My brother 
seemed positive tuat the money had nev- 
er been removed. 

“Enough and to Spare.” 

‘"The report upcn which I have always 
worked was that the money was about 
12°feet below the surface. My brother 
never told me how much he expected 
to find, but always said it would be 
‘enough and to spare.’ As a young nian 
{1 was naturally interested in the re- 
rorts of the doings of the James boys, 
and sometimes I thcevght that they 
might have had. something to do with 
the treasure. My brother knew Frani 
James and some of his friends, but [ 
never met the boys. They never ha‘ 
much to do with this part of the coun- 
try after thelr gang formed. 

“I am not the-cnly one by. a long shot 
who has heard of the treasure and tried 
te find it. There are @ good many ine, 
-n the district who have made a search, 
but are ashame‘ to admit it. 

“[ suppose I have spent $600 altogsther 
in trying to find the money. At differ- 
ent times I have employed six or seven 
We have found some queer 
places and at times I have believed I 
was Close to the money. I have found 
1 Jaces where it seemed as if holes hau 
been dug at some time, and the mor 
I have worked the more determined I 
have been to keep at it. I am a poor 
man, and if Anderson’s story had been 
true that I had any part of the treas- 
ure you may be sure I would at least 
have built myself a better home. I’ve 
not given up the hunt yet, and ff I find 
anything my ne ighbors will know all 
about ft at once.’ 


Money in Cans and Sacks.

John Alexander, a cousin of Dr. A. E.

The notes were 
offered for deposit and refused by banks 
in St. Joseph and Chicago before their 
genuineness was attested at the Wash- 
ington mint. Owing to the date of the 
notes, an effort was made by Andersén, 
who causéd the arrest of the four farn:. 
ers, to connect this money with the 
buried treasure. 

Alexander said that the saving of the 
Skinner bills was no mystery to. th> 
members of Dr. Golliday’s family. For 
many years he was the only practicins 
physician for miles around and had a 
large practice. He was not stingy with 
members of his family, ‘but was exceed- 
ingly saving. 

When. after the Civil War, a tax was 
Placed upon money, the Skinner notes 
were free from such taxation, as ex- 
pressiy ruaranteed upon their face. As 
& result, Alexander said that. Dr. Golli- 


| day mads every effort to secure all the 


Skinner notes he could find and kept 
them. According to Alexander, the doc. 
tor had an arrangement with the West 
ern Bani of Bedford, now out of exist- 
ence, to take up all the Skinner notes 
that came in. 
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REVELLE BLOCKS 
PROPOSED SURCTY 
CONCERNS MERGER 


State Insurance Commissioner 
Objects to Equitable and New 
England Plans. 


State Insurance Commissioned Revelle 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter at Jef- 
ferson City today that he had refused 
t¢ approve the proposed consolidation of 
the Equitable Surety Co. of St. Louis 
and the New England Casualty Co., be- 
Gause under the contract of consolida- 
tion the Equitable would become a mere 
corporate shell, liable to the New En- 
giand Co. on all business which may be 
canceled after the merger. 

The stockholders of the Equitable 
Surety Co., which was organized in St. 
Louis four years ago, with a capital 
ftock of $1,000,000, later reduced to $500,- 
(0, were to receive eighty-four one hun- 
dredths of a share of stock in the con- 
solidated corporation for each share of 
stock they now own. The stockholders 
of the New England ee which 
aE 


] was Capitalized for $1,000,000, were to re- 


ceive 58 per cent of the stock of the new 
corporation. 

B. J. Taussig, former City Comp- 
troller, is president of the Equitable, 
which was organized by James E. Smith, 
former vice president of the Simmons 
Hardware Co. 

Nat Ewing, a stockholder of the Equit- 
able, several weeks ago filed a suit 
against the company and the Board of 
Directors to restrain them from com- 
pleting the consolidation. Ewing charged 
in his petition that neither the St. 
Louis company nor the New England 
company was on a paying basis, and 
that the consolidation would further 
jeopardize the interests of the stock- 
holders. 

Revelle said that under the plan of 
consolidation proposed it would be nec- 
eessary to retain the corporate entity 
of the Equitable Surety Co. for a period 
of 20 years. This would be an imposition 
cn the iwinority stockholders of the 
company, ne said. 

The Insurance Commissioner sent a 
letter last night to the officials of the 
Equitable stating that if the contract of 
consolidation should be amended so that 
the affairs of the Equitable could bs 
wound up within one year, he would 
approve the contract.

Fifty of the 363 saloons in East St. 
Louis failed to renew their licenses 
July 1, and this morning license in- 
spectors began ordering them _ to 
close, 


The failures are largety due, sa- 
loonkeepers said, to Mayor Mollman’s 
Strict enforcement of the midnight 
closing law, and to the refusal of 
the police to permit women to drink 
beer in back rooms of saloons. 

One saloonkeeper said that “beer 
parties” at his saloon at night, in 
which women participated, were the 
source of his profit, and that when 
he found he could not continue them 
it was necessary for him to fail to 
take out a license. 

Saloons still are permitted to re- 
main open on Sunday. Under pre- 
vious administrations some saloons 
were allowed to remain open all 
night, and police were not vigilant 
in forcing the closing of saloons 
promptly at midnight. 

The saloon license fee in East St. 
Louis is $500 a year. The closing of 
50 saloons means a loss of $25,000 a 
year in revenue to the city. As H- 
céhses are issued for six months, ata 
cost of $250 each, the immediate 
loss in revenue to the city is $12, 
500.

The cases adduced 
deal with the violations of the most ele- 
mentary rules of the right of hospital- 
ity, a right consecrated since the re- 
motest antiquity and respected even by 
the uncivilized nations or tribes. 

‘‘Never before have 80 many cases >? 
the violations of this right been in- 
stanced. In several cases the iilegal ex- 
pulsion or arrest Has preceded the ac 
tual state of war, a fact which stil 
further aggravates the offense. The 
expulsion of the Austro-Hungarian dip- 
tomatic agents from Morocco an'l 
Egypt, which is irreconcilable with ex- 
‘sting international treaties, has been 
mede the subject of protests dodged 
with the neutral Powers. 

To Revert to Barbarism. 
“The third part contains evidence of 
the treatment to which Austrian and 
Hungarian citizens have been subject- 
ed—in most cases before the opening of 
hostilities—in hostile countries. Ever 
if it be conceded that the prevention of 
the enemy’s nationals from joining the 
war is to a certain extent justifiable 
the methods employed by the hostile 
countries, and especially the arrest and 
the inearceraticn of aged men. sick per- 
sons, women and children, are contrarv 
to the elementary usages of humanity 
Tt was a French professor of law who 
thus defined such conduct: ‘To inflict 
sufferings on defenseless citizens of the 
enemy without imperative reasons is 10 
revert to barbarism.’ 

“The fourth part comprises euthen- 
tic proofs of violations of the laws of 
warefare. From the evidence pub- 
lished herewith the conclusion is in- 
evitable that there is hardly a rule of 
warfare, which has not been violated 
repeatedly by the trostile armies. To 
the numerous cases of disregard of 
the regulations concerning the use 
of prohibited projectiles, contained 
in The Hague agreement about the 
laws and practices of warfare on 
land, and of the Geneva convention, 
must be added the unspeakable out- 
‘rages of which the Servian and Mon- 
tenegrin troops have been guilty. 
This ruthlessly illegal way of con- 
ducting war operations, and the cru- 
el and treacherous participation of 
the entire population in acts of war, 
certify once more the lapse from civ- 
ilization which the people of these 
countries have undergone. 

“The ‘collection of evidence’ does 
nat purport to be complete in any 
respect. It is naturally restricted to 
the exposition of facts which have 
been @ither officially investigated or 
authenticated in an unimpeachable 
way. 

Inevitable Consequence.

“It may be conceded that certain 
breaches of international law seem to be 
an inevitable consequence of the mass- 
ing of troops on so huge a scale 4s 
this war has producea. But it is never- 
theless most disappointing that the in- 
ternational agreements assuring tho 
protection of lives, the honor, the free- 
dom of the religious faith of peaceful 
citizens, and the arts and sciences 
should be willfully, violated by the 
troops and officials of the very gov- 
ernment under the aegis of which The 
Hague conferences reformed and com- 
pleted the laws of warfare. 

“One of the main causes for this un- 
fortunate sittation must be ascribed 
to thegemployment of troops wholly un- 
able to perceive the legal réstrictions 
applfed to warfare. The French profes- 
sor of law, already quoted above, 
enumerates the doctrine that countries 
at war with nations of a low standard 
of civilization are compelled to apply 
methods of warfare which correspon:i 
to the level of their opponent’s morals. 
He adds: ‘The French acted in. ac- 
cordance with this precept in Africa, 
Tonkin, China and Dahomey; the En- 
glish in India and Russians in Cau- 
casia and in Turkestan.’ 

“France, Great Britain and Russia 
could, therefore, not possibly expect 
that their African and Asiatic subjects 
would respect the provisions of interns- 
tional law; there cannot be the slightest 
doubt that they are well aware that 
they are disregarding the law of Euro- 
pean nations when they line up sav- 
ages und half-savages against the 
troops of European Powers: 

“The preposterous claim of the hostile 
nations to the right to subject the entire 
population of large countries to famine 
must be stigmatized us a sacrilegious 
violation of the rules of warfare. No 
less sacrilegious is the act of the hos- 
tile governments in tolerating, if not 
actually inspiring, the unprecedented 
agitation of a press which disseminates 
lies and fosters hatred. Most of the 
excesses to which thousands of innocent 
and Gefenseless people have fallen vic- 
trms are the direct outcome of that 
agitation. 

“Typical Example.” 

A “typical example” of the t. atment 
of Austrians in Belgium is described in 
. letter “from an Austrian merchant in 
business who had lived

the station platform. My poor wife was 
hurried on with the butt ends of the 
guards’ rifles. As she took no heed ot 
this, she was struck across both legs 
with a rifle and was injured. We wit- 
nessed most pitiable scenes. A _ child, 
mine years, was so frightened that it 
refused to follow the others and clung 
with both hands to the railings at the 
exit; a garde civique hit it with its 
saber and cut its left hand off. 

“An Austrian couple, who had owned 
a restaurant at Antwerp for the last 16 
years was terribly ill-treated by the 
ingb. The poor woman had one of her 
eyes pierced with a fork while her hus- 


i band had two fingers cut off. Another 


Austrian woman was expelled from a 
maternity home with her baby which 
was only five days old. She had neither 
dress nor shirt on her body, which 
was only covered with a dirty bed sheet. 
It was a heart-rending scene yet it did 
not prevent a garde civique from mak- 
ing fun of her in a shameless manner: 
it was such a ‘comedy,’ very amusing. 
‘ndeed.”’ 

With reference to the treatment of 
Austro-Hungurian nationals in Franee, 
the chief complaint was axainst the 
hardships imposed upon innocenty wom- 
en and children in the concentraticn 
camps. A deposition of Miss M. E, 
Schreiner, a graduate nurse, pictures 
conditions in a convent at Garalison to 
which Austrians, Hungarians and Ger 
mans were ordered after a march of 20 
kilometers. Here they were informed 
that they were prisones of war. 

1000 Herded Together. 


“There were altogether about 1&0 pris- 
oners,”” declared Miss Schreiner, “hal 
of whom were women. and children. 
There’ was no furniture available and 
straw was the sole bedding. Under the 
pretext of safety, the existing Jatrines 
yvere boarded up and holes in the 
ground were dug by the male prisoners 
in lieu of other arrangements. There 
were no provisions made for washing 
* *-* Insufficiency of fodd and the 
weather conditions soon brought about 
serious illnesses such as @ysentery, and 
in consequence of the inadequate la- 
trines, epidemic broke out. * * * Two 
women were confined and had tv put 
up With the most atrocious treatment. 
* * * Four people died.’’ 

Other cases cited included the “ma- 
liclous punishment, rough medical at- 
tendance by a veterinary surgecn,’”’ and 
the ‘‘shameless molestatton of interned 
girls by French soldiers’ at Sables 
d'Olonne. 

“The yourg girls,’’ 
of the depositions, were exposed to 
criminal assaults by the soldiers. In the 
beginning, they were herded together 
with the young mer and had to share 
their rooms or stables with them. Mod- 
esty forbids specification of all the acts 
of indecency to which we had to sub- 
mit; worst of all off@ders was the 
Commissioner of Poltte Maternes, who 
unmercifully maltreated all those who 
opposed his immoral designs.”’ 

The Royal Hungarian Ministry of the 
Interior obtained on Jan. 11, 1915, a re- 
port of ‘‘the murder of interned Hun- 
garians at Argenton-sur-Cruse, Ansers. 
Bastide-St. Pierre, La Courtine, Garat- 
son and Orville.”’ 

In Great Britain, insufficient food and 
accommodations, it is -claimed, were 
accorded the interned nationals at De. 
vonport and Newbury. 


Checked by Kitchener. 


“Col. Haines’’ (presumably tn charge 
of the detention camps), says a letter 
from Baron Giskra to. Count Berchtold, 
“would have been quite willing to do 
something for the prisoners, but his 
humanitarian impulses were checked by 
Lord Kitchener.’’ 

Similar complaints are made of treat- 
ment of prisoners at Dorchester and 
the Douglas concentration camp on the 
Isle of Man. 

Twenty-seven cases of violations by 
Russia of the laws of warfare and 15% 
instances in which Servia and Monte- 
negro are accused of various atrocities 
are given in detailed affidavits selected 
from many more made by soldiers, of. 
ficers and civilian officials. These in- 
clude, in Russia, not only the use of 
dumdum bullets, firing on the Red Cross 
flag and ambulances, ‘but organized 
looting and killing of civilians and nu- 
merous authenticated cases of rape.’ 

Cases are record of looting and kil!- 
ing directed especially against Jewish 
civilians who also ‘“‘were forced under 
the lash to work in the trenches during 
their holidays."’ Atrocities committed 
by the Cossacks, assassinations and 
robberies «nd wanton destruction, als 
supported by concrete instances were 
verified, it is claimed, after the Aus. 
trians reoccupied the invaded territory 
where the alleged violations had oc- 
eurred, 

Poisoning of Wells.

In Servia and Montenegro, the partici- 
pation of the civilian population in the 
fighting, the misuse of the whit® flag, 
use of cartridges filled with wire nails 
and pieces of vitriol of copper, torture 
of prisoners, the poisoning of wells with 
dead bodies and mud, the firing upon 
the army service corps by women and 
children, mutilation of bodies and mal- 
treatment of prisoners of war with in- 
sufficient food and accommodation, 
complete the list of atrocities com- 
plained of by the Austrian army. Under 
the head of “Violations of the Laws of 
Warfare’ complaint is made that Rus- 
sia refused to recognize Austrians de- 
scribed as the Polishyvand Rumanian 
Legions as belligerents. The Russians 
are accused of hanging them “wherever 
they catch them.”

BAILEY AFFIDAVIT

The revelation in the affidavit of E4- 
gar G. Bailey, who was paroled, July 3, 
after he had served in the penitentiary 
10 years of a jife sentence for murder 
for killing a nonunion cab driver in a 
Kansas City strike, published in yes- 
terday'’s Post-Dispatch, that he had paid 
State Labor Commissioner John T. Fitz- 
patrick mwre than $700 for his influence 
and work toward obtaining a pardon for 
him, created a stir among union labor 
leaders in St. Louis. 


Although the statements contained in 
the affidavit have been known to lead- 
ers dinong union men, they were not 
generally known before their publica- 
tion. 

Several of these leaders told a Post- 
Dispatca reporter that no member of 
union labor was authorized to speak 
about the matter until it had been con- 
sidered by the Central Trades and Labor 
Union. He said the affidavit would be 
read at the meeting of the central! or- 
ganization and that Fitzpatrick’s state- 


Jeong published In the Post-Dispatch, | 
also would be read. 

He said the leaders were opposed to 
Fitzpatrick’s reappointment and that the 
Central Trades and Labor Union woul! 
consider a resolution urging Gov. Major 
to appoint some other person to the pr 
sition. 

The office of Labor Commissioner is 
generally given to a member of organ- 
ized labor, and the heads of the labor 
organizations usually are consulted a5 
to the man they want forthe office.

MANY TOWNS IN 
CENTRAL OHIO 


Conditions Threaten to Approach 
Those of.1913, When More 
Than 500 Lost Lives. 


COLUMBUS, O., July 16.—With rivers 
swollen by torrential rains that have 
fallen during the last 10 days, many 
points in Central Ohio were menaced to- 
day by floods which threatened to ap- 
proach the magnitude of the great flood 
of March, 1913, when more than 500 


persons were drowned | and property 
damage aggregating many million dol- 
lars resulted.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 16.—Al- 
though there was more rain in some of 
the flood-stricken districts of North- 
west Missouri today, it was not heavy 
and the high-water situation was gen- 
erally improved. Last night flood wa- 
ters carried out two big bridges on 102 
River, several miles east of St. Joseph. 
Railroad service north and eAst of 
St. Joseph is prostrated. Train serv- 
ice on some roads is entirely abandoned 
and on others schedules are demoralized 
because of high water and washouts. It 
is likely that regular train service on 
a number of branch lines will not be re- 
sumed for weeks. The damage to the

UNITED RAILWAYS 


GETTING BAGK IT) 
LOST BUSINESS 


Carried More Passengers in Last 
Three Months Than in Pre- 
ceding Ones, Report Shows. 


Statistics filed by the United Railways 
with the City Register reveal that in the 
three months ending June 30, the com- 
pany began to get back the business 
which followed the depression beginning 
about the time the European war 
started. 

The report shows that for the three 
months the company’s cars carried 2,159,- 
508 more passengers than during the 
preceding three months. The number, 
however, was 6,324,378 less than for the 
three months ending June W, 1914. 

Comparison of the reports shows that 
in carrying the additional 2,159,&03 pas- 
sengers the company crowded its cars 
more then in the preceding three months, 
its cars making a total of _— 29,482 
more trips. 

Officials of the United Railways in- 
sist that the reduction in travel on the 
cars over a corresponding period laat 
year is due mainly to a business de- 
pression, and not to the advent of jit- 
neys into the transportation field. City 
employes who counted traffic on Lo- 
cust street last week, however, report- 
ed that in the morning there were 385 
eastbound jitneys and in the afternoon 
552 westbound jitneys. If these aver- 
aged only five passengers each, and 
none were figured for the westbound 
in the morning or eastbound in the aft- 
ernoon, more than 4600 passengers would 
be. shown to be uBing jitneys daily. 

For the three months period just end- 
ed the cars of the company made l1.- 
535,366 trips. An average of 1223 cars 
were used week days, 1157 Saturdays 
and 788 Sundays. For the previous 
three months the number of trips was 
1,506,934. The average number of cars 
in daily service was 1%48, Saturdays 
1182 and Sundays 717...

The Countess received a sum of money 
and the Morgan executors agree to -e- 
turn a vase, pedestal anu picture which 
the Countess sold to Morgan, and for 
which she demanded $30,000.

Probably the chief reason for settle- 
ment was a desire to avoid the trouble 
of trial and bringing witnesses from 
a‘ar. Correspondence which spread over 
many years and bundles of documents,

however, written by Morgan. 

“hen the financier was in Rome, the 
Councess stated, it was arranzed be- 
tween them that he was to reply to her 
letters through the medium of a Paris 
newspap ;, and she gathered from social 
paragrar .3 the information necessary 
concerning his health®™and movements.. 


Last Interview with Morgan. 

The Countess’ last interview with 
Morgan was on July 13, 1912, when he 
left for New York. Two days previous. 
ly, she wrote him: 

“Dear Mr. Morgan: It is on Saturday, 
then, that I shall have the pleasure of 
seeing you again. I will not disguise 
from you that this novel event in my 
h:. leaves me, at this moment, in A 
tate of perturbation which is disquiet.

Addressed Him as “Beloved.” 

After his return to New York the 
(‘ountess wrote him a long effusive let- 
ter eulogizing his “generous, amiable 
eharacter.”’ The letter began “Friend— 
Beloved,”’ and ended: 

“A woman of any worth would only 
love one of whom she hag a right to be 
proud, and so at this moment I permit 
my heart to give way quite freely to 
passioti and do not subject it to the hor- 
rors of deprivation under the pretext of 
being strong minded. 

“It is in confidence that ‘t flies tv 
you, You may say what you think of it. 
but you will not destroy, I am sure, that 
possession tv be admired And though 
this affecticn must be, for me, a little 
Strange, I ask of the destinies that they 
may surround it with all felicity, which 
will be to me the poetry of happiness. 

“Hoping to see you again very soon, 
desired friend, and as one must always 
belong to someone I am, with joy, yours, 
“COMTESSE DIANE.” 

The Countess apparently kept copies 
of all the letters she wrote to Morgan, 
for she conceived the idea of sending 
him in New York a complete set of her 
cerrespondence and she purchased for 
this purpose a red-covered leather book, 
wherin she j:laced them, together with 
the newspeper replies, which were all 
forwarded to Morgan's residence in Mad- 
ison avenuo. 

Delivered Picture Personally. 

She says she delivered the picture 
personally to Morgan, who consented 
to her having a copy made and gave 
her the picture back for this purpose. 
By the time the copy was made, how- 
ever, Morgan had died. 

The Countess took the original to the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, asking 
the authorities to retain it for Mor- 
gan'’s executors. 

The Countess’ husband, who was re- 
puted to be a son of Napoleon III and 
the Countess de Beuregard, was at one 
time the French Ambassador to Lon- 
don. He was entrusted with importa 
national missions between the two coun- 
tries. Sie was held in high esteem by 
Dapeteen Ill aad also by the English 
royal family anc court, especially by 
the late King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra.

Goodwin of Hotel Beers 
Takes Poison in Tele- 4 
phone Booth.

Mrs. Mattie Goodwin, who killed her- 
self in dramatic circumstances last 
night in the lobhy of the Illmo Hotel 1n 
East St. Louis, had despaired 
of effecting a reconciliation with 
her former husband, E. <A. Good- 
win, a wealthy horse dealer. She ob- 
tained a divorce Jan. 16 last, after an. 
nouncing that she still loved Goodwin, 
but wanted to “free him” because she 
felt she could not regain his waning 
affections. She was 28 years old and 
he is 55, almost twice her age. 

Since the divorce Mrs. Goodwin had 
lived in St. Louis at the Beers Hotel, 
Grand avenue and Olive street. Good- 
win has continued his residence at the 
Iilmo Hotel, where he had lived with 
his wife. 

Goodwin told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that he got out of bed at 10 o'clock 
last night, in response to a telephone 
call from his former wife, who asked 
that he meet her at the west end of 
Eads Bridge to explain why she had 
not received $45 alimony Which he gave 
the City Clerk last Tuesday to mail to 
her. Subsequent inquiry disclosed she 
had received the alimony. 

Goodwin, failing to find his wife at 
the bridge, returned to the hotel, where 
other guests told him how Mrs. Good- 
win had ended her life. 

Takes Poison in Telephone Booth, 
Mrs. Goodwin had arrived at the Ill- 
mo at 10:25. After writing a note to 
Goodwin, she entered a telephone booth. 
A few moments later she staggered out 
of the booth and fell into a chair in the 
lobby. 

Several women and men, who lived at 
the hotel and who knew Mrs. Goodwnt. 
during her year's residence there witn 
her husband, rushed to her. One wom- 
an, detecting the odor of carbolic aci.l, 
asked Mrs. Goodwin if she had taken 
poison. 

‘*Yes, carbolic acid,” Mrs. Goodwin re 
plied. 

Dr. M. F. Arbuckle, an 
into the barroom and got whisky. Mrs. 
Goodwin refused to swallow it, and he 
fcreed it down her throat. Then she 
was carried upstairs to a room, where 
Dr. T. Van Boyd, who lives at the hotel, 
applied a stomach pump. She died at 
10:45, still clutching, in her right hand, 
the farewell note she had written to her 
former husband. 

Tears Up Note Unread. 

Goodwin said he got the note and tore 
’ up without reading it. Mrs. Goodwin, 
he said, had frequently, cn the telephone 
and oncs on a o*rsonal visit suggested a 
reconciliation, but he always told her 
‘ce would be imrossible, because of her 
insane jeaolusy. 

Mrs. Goodwin's divorce suit was filed

Mrs. Goodwin sprang from her 
seat and pulled the young woman’s hair, 
accusing her of trying to win Good- 
win’s affections. Next day, after Gvod- 
Win paid the fines of both women, it 
was.disclosed the young woman was 
Miss Harriet Herzog, 19 years old, a 
student in a Collinsville business col- 
lege. 

After filing suit Mrs. Goodwin told a 
Pcst-Disyatch reporter thit Goodwir 
was the only man she ever loved, that 
she pever could love anyone else, or 
inarry again. For months, she said, she 
had felt that she had been losing his 
affection, and was unable to regain it. 
She said she was suing for divorce 
merely to “‘free him,” thinking it was 
vetter to ruin her life than to wreck 
both their lives. 

She married Goodwin in 197 at Rich- 
mond, Va., where ‘she lived. Goodwin 
Was a divorced man at the time. They 
came to East St. Louis two years &goO 
and lived at the Iillmo. At the divorce 
hearing Mrs. Goodwin testified that her 
hushand’s income averaged $1000 a 
month. She was granted alimony of

lL. Anderson of England in 1910. 
Anderson has been killed in the 
war.

Rules of “Trade a ae of Fed- 
eral Banks, 
WASHINGTON, July 
sued today by the Federal Reserve Board 
prescribe conditions under which ‘‘trade ac- 
ceptances’’ may be rediscounted at regionai: 
banks. Rules already have been made for 
‘bankers’ acceptances.’ In promulgating 
today’s order the board expressed the belief 
that it will considerably enlarge the scope 

of service of Federal reserve banks. 

The regulation defines a trade acceptance 
as a bill of exchange having a definite ma- 
turity and payable in dollars in the United 
States having the obligation to pay accepted 
by an acknowledgment across its face by the 
person or corporation on whom it is drawn. 
To be eligible for rediscount at a reserve 
bank such trade acceptances must be in- 
dorsed by a member bank; must have a ma- 
turity at the time of discount of not more 
than 90 days and must be accepted by the 
Parnas of goods sold by the drawer of the
